Not more than thirty indifferent teach- 


ers nre uow found in our schools. What 
we moan by this is n lack of proper quidi- 
flontions, both naturally, nud from n want 
of the ueceuBiiry text-book knowledge. A 
few nro now teachiuK fair schools so fur 
as instruction is concerned, but aro fail- 
ures ia points of tfood judgment aud 
proper management. A few very indill'er- 
ent scholars nre plensing their patrons 
aretty well, but lay a foundation of wrong 
nstrnotion which will take years to eradi- 
cate. "It takes longer to supplant uu 
srror by the right than to learn the right 
n the first placo." Mny the poor teacher 
soon find some other calling, lint this 
will never be attained so long as we have 
not better material to give the schools.
